The delegates of the small powers 


will meet at the foreign office this aft- 
ernoon to choose their representatives 
to sit on the commissions provided for 
jy the resolutions adopted by the pence 
congress on Saturday.

' Paris, Sunday. January 26.— President 
Wilson today made his first trip to the 
battlefront and devastated regions, vis- 
iting 
Chateau-Thierry 
and 
Rheims. 


President and Mrs. Wilson returned to 
Paris at 9:30 tonight. At the close of a 
tour that took him through a dozen 
razed villages, ending, tin the .ruins Of 
the historic cathedral at Rheims, he 
made this comment: 


'No one can put into words, the im- 


pressions I have received amqngtt such 
scenes of desolation apd rii|n."", 
That was Mr. Wilson's .only expres- 


sion of. his feelings after a trip that 
.very Frenchman has been hoping ha 
would make before .tie takes part in de- 
Aiding what. is to be exacted fro.ni Ger- 
many for the devastation of Northern 
France. 


Accompanied 
by Mrs. Wilson, Ad- 


miral Grayson, and a very small party, 
Mr. Wilson .left the Murat residence 
curly this morning, foregoing attendance 
at church and the rest which he felt 
he needed very much to perform which 
he said he considered to be a duty. The 
party motored first to Chateau-Thierry 
where luncheon was taken on boatd a 
•waiting train. The party then .proceed- 
ed by motor to Rheims, passing through 
many ruined villages and along the -old 
fighting lineet* .where evidences of com-. 
but are still" fityinly seen. .After visit- 
ing Rheims the" president arid his party 
abandoned their motor cars,"J»ardlns a 
special train and returned to Paris. 


The last part of the motor trip was 


made in a swirling snowstorm. 


The first fighting ground was reached- 


as the party neaijed .Belleau wood, fan-. 
rnortalized in the history of :the war try 
the gallant AmerieaAS., 
Colonel Edward M. Watson of Mar-; 


.tinsville, Va., who commanded an ar- 
tillery battalion in the fight, ana wa% . 
later-, chiefcofrjgtaff Jp-$h*- 71th .fllvlstpif 
in the Argpnneflsht,. stood beside IRres't 
ident Wilson and Brigadier .General 
William W. Harts, and told the story 
of the battle in detail.

Then Mr. Wilson drove up the hill 


over 
which 
the 
American 
troops 


smashed the crack Prussian division 
mustered in to crush the "greenhorns-," 
and where the advance on Paris was 
checked. This was near Chateau-Thier- 
ry anil the spot promises to be a Mecca 
for Americans for many years to come. 
Mr. Wilson saw the ruins of bridges 
over which the Americans thrust back 
the enemy line at this nearest point to 
Paris aiid 
the 
shell-marked houses, 


which survived the battles of these 
memorable days. 


On 
entering 
Chateau-Thierry 
the 


mayor greeted Mr. Wilson, who re- • 
sponded quite informally. 
He then 


drove on towards Rheims, passing along 
the old battleline between long lanes 
of barbed wire entanglements now rust- 
ing away in the first winter of peace 
between long muddy trenches reaching 
over the bills and down into hollows as 
far as the eye could see and past the 
wrecks of dugouts, ammunition dumps, 
aviation sheds, hospitals, barracks and 
all the other litter left behind by the 
defeated enemy in its flight. 


It seemed as if the fields had been 


sowed by Mars with the wastage of war 
in the hope that it wduld take root and 
blossom. American as well as French 
graves lay along the roadside. There 
were German graves to be seen, too. 
Desecrated cemeteries were found in 
many cases. At every turn of the road 
was a farm, deserted and in ruins, its 
fields dotted with shell-holes filled with 
water and crusted ice. There was a con- 
stant panorama of destroyed or charred 
vineyards, gardens and holes.

France, have conducted a - series of 
X-ray examinations of the hearts of 
aviators and hafe' found evidence of 
considerable enldrgement. The heart 
enlargement sets in early in the fly- 
ing man's career, beins noticeable 
after five months of experience in 
the air. 
The degree of enlargement 


is roughly proportioned to the hei.cht 
nt 'which the aviator is accustomed 
to fly. so that Stinple -examination of 
the X-ray plate suffices to determine

of flying: service; 


whether he is doing chasing and 
bombing work at high altitude?, or is 
engaged at harrying infantry, etc., at 
comparatively low altitude?. 


The enlargement seems to be sym-

It is due to 
the heart's adopting itself to the ex- 
tra work put upon it by chances in 
the blood circulation because of the 
varying conditions in the atmosphere 
through which the aviator flies and 
to the general happenings incident to 
aviation.
